THE COST OF SCHOOLS 

In the last few years, the ‘towns and 
cities of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts have been faced with a tremen- 
dous school-building problem. Many 
municipalities had found that the build- 
ings used for school purposes were an- 
tiquated, and insufficient. Because of 
the apparent inability of many places to 
adequately finance such a program, it 
was thought expedient to finance by a 
State Assistant Program, and such a pro- 
gram was promulgated. Many schools, 
in many towns, including our own, have 
been built, or are being built under this 
Program. 

There have been a few serious ques- 
tions. Some observors believe that the 
cost of schools under this program are 
higher than they would be if each muni- 
cipality were to take the responsibility 
themselves. One example, which some 
of these observors use, is the fact that 
Parochial Schools have been built, seem- 
ingly at about 50 per cent of the cost of 
similar schools under this program. A 
rebuttal to this argument, which an- 
swers it at least partly, is that the Paro- 
chial Schools do not have to conform to 
the same standards as the State Assis- 
tance Schools. 

Another group is of the belief that 
under the State Assistance program the 
costs are higher because of the set-up in 
the letting of contracts. These persons 
argue that only a few contractors are 
able to compete, and that the lack of 
competition, and other causes, raises the 
contract prices. 

‘All the people of the Commonwealth 
eventually pay for these schools, Each 
person, in every town and city, eventual- 
ly contributes his share. Under the pre- 
sent set-up, those towns and cities which 
avail themselves of the opportunity gain, 
at the expense of those places which do 
not. 

All of which leads up to the fact that 
the City of Woburn, in a referendum, 
last week, turned down a proposal, for 
the building of a half-million dollar 
school, under the State Assistance pro- 
gram. 

There was more to the question, how- 
ever, in Woburn. Intersectional jealous- 
ies played their part, Four or five schools 
are needed, and the only ward to vote 
for the school was the ward in which it 
was proposed to locate the building. 

There are other points, as well, that 
affected the vote. personalities entered 
the argument. The program was spon- 
sored by the School Committee, and 
other city officials, and one or the prinei- 
pal opponents was an ex-mayor. In other 
words, it is entirely possible that some 
of the decisions were strictly on a politi- 
cal basis. 

On the face of it, the vote in Woburn 
looks foolish. The people need schools, 
and the vote delayed at least a part of 
the answer to such need 

We shall watch for future develop- 
ments, with interest.

THE CONTROVERSIAL FIGURES 


When the School Building Committee 
went to the State Emergency Finance 
Committee, last August, to present 

figures as to why the debt limit of the 
town should be extended, they carried 
with them a paper with the signature of 
the Town Clerk, citing some figures, on 
the town’s financial standing, 

It now appears that there were two 
errors, of which the School Building 
Committee had no knowledge. 

1. For some reason, the State Divi- 
sion of Accounts had no record of our 
having voted for a Fire and Police Sta- 
tion, last March. We cannot place any 
blanre here, indeed, we are not too an- 
xious to, as we realize that the mistake, 
if there was one, was probably honest (as 
was the second error, as well, presum- 
ably.) It is enough to say that some- 
where, either in the State House, or in 
the Town Hall, someone slipped. Per- 
haps it was a responsible official, perhaps 
it was a filing clerk, 

2. The paper which had been signed 
by the Town Clerk, had an error in om- 
ission. Figures were properly stated, 
but part of the figures were for debt 
OUTSIDE the debt limit (i. e. Water 

Bonds, and 'the New High School Bonds) 
whereas the paper made it appear that 
all the figures were inside the debt 
limit. 

There is no copy of this letter im- 
mediately available, but the figures are 
known, This letter showed figures some- 
what in this manner: 

Borrowing Capacity 1-1-52 $162,000 
Paid off, 8-1-52 50,000 
Borrowing capacity, within debt limit, 

8-1-52 212,000 

Minus bonds voted for Fire and Police 

Station 60,000 

Actual borrowing capacity, 8-1-52 152,000 

Estimated cost of new school 550,000 
Needed borrowing capacity, in excess of 

debt limit $398,000 

Now, there was an error in the $50 
thousand dollar figure, Actually it should 
have been $15,000, because $35,000 was 
paid off on Water Bonds, and High 
School Bonds, already outside the debt 
limit. 

In addition to that, the town did not 
vote the sum originally estimated by the 
School Building Committee, but, instead, 
voted $535,000, of which $518,000 was to 
be borrowed, and as thé figures were 
taken then, $366,000 over the debt limit 

This thenealls for a revision of figures, 
Borrowing capacity, 1-1-52 $162,000 
Paid off to 8-1-52 15,000 
Borrowing capacity, 8-1-52 $177,000 
Minus Fire and Police Station Bonds 

60,000 

Actual borrowing capacity, 8-1-52 

$117,000 

Voted to borrow for new school 518,000 

Over borrowing capacity $401,000 

As will be seen, this figure, $401,000 
is $3000 over the limit which was set by 
the State Emergency Finance Board, 
and hence is illegal. 

The School Building Committee has 
decided, on advice 6f the Town Counsel, 
to revise their figures downward, $6,000 
and thus stay within the borrowing capa- 
city, as it has been revised. 

Tt will call for a vote of the town to do 
this, however. That is why a third town 
meeting is necessa to vote for the 
school on Wildwood Street

(The following letter, written by a German Nun captive of the 
Communists in Russia, was smuggled through the Iron Curtain 
into the American occupied Zone of Austria, For fear of re- 
prisal, the name of the captive cannot be given.) 


Dear Parents, ‘ 

AT LAST I have an oppor- 
tunity to give you some sign 
that I am alive. It is such a 
Jong time since we were car- 
ried off to Russia. How often 
do I cry out: Do not forget us, 
pray for us, help us. We are 
abandoned and — destitute, 
plunged into unspeakable mis- 
ery. 
It is horrible what we are 
enduring here, 1500 of us Sis- 
ters. We are treated as beasts, 
driven to Work with blows. If 
one of us collapses, she is left 
by the roadside to die. A 
gua: yy beat one of us to 
death without a sign of emo- 


tion. 

AT FIRST WE helped build 
a bridge over the Dnieper— 
heavy work for men. We were 
forced to pull and drag the 
steel girders across the wide 
river. Whoever collapsed got 
the whip. Whoever did not 
ect up again was brutally 

icked by the guard into the 
river. Long exhausting days of 
hard work and hardly more to 
eat than a piece of soggy bread 
and watered soup. Many of 
the Sisters died during the 


hard cot without warmth and 
full of filth and vermin. We 
ourselves are clothed in rags. 
We are no longer human be- 
ings. . . 

IT IS SO very hard to have 
no hope, to see no star. Mo- 
ther, can you understand now 
why sometimes the question 
comes, “How can God permit 
this?) Why so much suffering? 
How much longer?" And then 
a black despai grips us. It 
goes beyond our strength, but 
despite everything we put our 
confidence in God and trust in 
His Providence. 

We-all wear a cross on our 
breasts, and in the midst of 
our sorrow and loneliness .we 
find our refuge in Him — Him 
to Whom we want so much to 
remain faithful unto death. 
But pray for us! Pray. Pray. 

What we daily go through 
cannot be described, and yet 
we believe that God is per- 
mitting all this sorrow for the 
good of our souls. I cannot 
tell you everything—I dare not 
tell you how we women are 
dishonored here, shamed, 
trampled upon .. . 

OH MOTHER, I do not wish 
to make your heart too heavy, 
and I teli you but the least of 
our sufferings.
